day following the failure of the com 
puny Jennings and his family 
left, 
Mr. Jennings stating that he was go­ 
ing to Philadelphia to investigate the 
facts in the case. 
His ab rupt depar­ 
ture, with his familv, and his failure 
to return, has caused many rumors 
to b e circulated since. 
Those reports 
had it that Jennings was related to 
F. Ewart Storey, and was hand in 
glove with the schemers and graft­ 
ers who perpetrated the fraud; that 
he had left the country, immensely 
wealthy as a result of his operations 
in Salem, having pocketed much of 
the money which he collected from 
depositors, and various

As a m atter of fact Mr. Jennings 
and his family are and have b een 
located In Pittsb urg, b ut 
7b miles 
from here. 
In his letter Mr. Jennings 
takes occasion to deny these reports 
in toto. 
He admits that he now rec­ 
ognizes the completeness of the steal, 
and expresses his regret that he was 
so unfortunate as to he the innocent 
agent of such an unparalleled graft. 
His letter follows:

Dear Sir—I would like to make the

Fort Yates Reservation to Be Divided 
Amongst Them. 
Fort Yates, X. I). April 
In 
great cou ncil the Siou x Indians of this 
reservation have decided almost u nan­ 
imou sly that the> are ready to have 
their lands allotted. 
Each head of a 
family will have 640 acres. 
Each In­ 
dian over IS years will receive H2D 
acres. 
In addition he will get a span 
of good mares, two cows a wagon and 
harness, a plow , a harrow, some other 
tools and $50 in cash. 
Indians u nder 
IS get ICO acres. 
After 
the 
allotments 
have 
been 
made there will be a big su rplu s of 
land which the Indians are bitterly 
opposed to selling. 
Each head of a 
family will be worth $1.000 in addition 
to his CIO acres when I’nc e Sam re­ 
linqu ishes gu ardianship and tu rns the 
Indians over to the states of North and 
Sou th Dakota as fu ll fledged citizens. 
Between 1.000 and 1,200 voters will be 
equ ally 
divided 
between 
the 
two 
states. 
The qu estion of leasing the 
lands was placed before the Indians, 
bu t they decided against it.

rid ers, he was the recipien t of on e of 
tile greatest ovation s ever witn essed 
here. 
Gre e te d by 8 ,000 Childre n. 
The most spectacular scen e of the 
d ay was at Travis park. 
The presi­ 
d en t’s reception here by 8 ,000 school 
child ren was the most in spirin g fea­ 
ture of the program. 
On Alamo plaza, within the shad ow 
of the old Alamo, he was greeted in a 
man n er which profoun d ly touched him. 
His arrival was the sign al for a burst 
of cheerin g which lasted un til after 
he had taken his seat on the stan d

first, to

war, 
to 
the 
men who wore the blue or wore the 
gray in the d ays 
that 
tried men ’s 
souls. 
My fellow citizen s, in fin itely 
more importan t than an y presid en t, in 
fin itely more importan t even tha 
11 the 
reception to an y presid en t, is what is 
symbolized by seein g the men 
who 
fought in the Un ion army an d the men 
who fought in t he Con fed erate army 
stan d in g together. 
Ins pire d by Civ il W ar He roe s . 
1 suppose you must kn ow it, but I 
wan t to tell you that it was of course 
the memory of the va'or. the s*-d t sac­ 
rifice. ¡he en d uran ce you d isplayed in 
the great war that mad e us of the 
youn ger gen eration feel that when the 
lesser war came we wished to bmul&te 
your course. 
The regimen t which 
I 
had tTie hon or to comman d was raised 
an d organ ized in this city, took part 
in what were on ly skirmishes com­ 
pared with the campaign s in which 
voti d id your share, 
an d all that we 
claim is that 
while it was n ot given to 
us to have the chan ce to d o great 
d eed s, yet we hope we mad e you fee!

It has always seemed to me that 
on e of the greatest lesson s taught by 
the Civil war was the lesson of broth­ 
erhood .

» ban ker or a bricklayer. 
You wan ted

you were for him. 
Now apply that in 
civil life. 
If the rich man d oes n ot 
d o his d uty, cin ch him an d I will help 
you Just as far as I can . 
But d on ’t 
cin ch him because he Is a rich in an . 
If you d o you are a mighty mean crea­ 
ture; you are n ot a good American . 
Give him a perfectly fair show. 
If he 
is a poor man an d d oes his d uty, help 
him; stan d him up. 
If be whin es 
about it an d says he ought to be ca r­ 
ried , you may Just as well make up 
your min d to d rop him then an d there. 
Every man of us stumbles at times.
